Large Crowd Is Expected at Next 
Friday’s Opening.

Madeover Track in Fine Condi- 
tion — Huge Stand Ready 
for Public. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., May 23. — Belmont Park long 
auo earned the designation of “tin* iK*oplo’s race 
course,” as well as being often styled ”tlie New- 
market of America.** Of these the former has al- 
ways been the more pleasing to the management 
of the Westchester Racing Association, which from 
the inauguration of the track has endeavored to 
make it attractive to the general public, even in 
the days when the stand was well-nigh destroyed 
by fire. 

It is this thought which will suggest itself to 
all who view the splendid plant, now that it is 
receiving the finishing touches of a campaign of 
improvement, enlargement and beautification at a 
cost of $600,000. Well as they planned, the physi- 
cal renlizaiioii of their scheme surpasses the ex- 
pectation of the management. Among those who 
inspected Helmont Park on Tuesday last, when 
Major Helmont was giving a last personal survey to 
the work, was Richard T. Wilson, who has been 
su|»erintending extensive improvements of his own 
beautiful plant at Saratoga. Mr. Wilson voiced the 
general sentiment of all who have seen the newly 
constructed stand and remodeled course when he 
said that its beauty and scope was inspiring. 

ho fact that the public, without special charge, 
will have access to the former clubhouse with its 
restaurant and other privileges and to every por- 
tion of the superb grandstand, now one splendid 
sweep of steel and concrete nearly a quarter of a 
mile in length, with the exception of two reserva- 
tions in the front of the easterly end of the struc- 
true, as well as to the magnificent new paddock, 
with its collection of rare P-cs and shrubbery, will 
accentuate the Itelief that those in charge are sin- 
cere in their endeavor to make this course a place 
of recreation for the peaple as well as a testing 
ground for the thoroughbred. 

While a portion of the extreme eastern end of the 
stand has been set aside for the Turf and Field 
» luh, and a section adjoining it has been reserved 
as a special inclosure by the Westchester Associa- 
tion to which entrance may ho obtained on pav- 
juent of an extra charge, that part of the stand 
immediately back of these reservations, and afford- 
ng an equaiiy good view of the track and the de- 
lightful countryside, will be accessible to the gen- 
eral public. The same is true of the lawn in front 
of these sections which terminates some distance 
from the track. This area, which includes the 
finishing line, is covered with bluegtone, and is 
tributary to the great stretch of sward which 
Mietches like a velvet carpet of green to the west. 

?" d ? liof the W. and harmonizing 
jurfctly with the delicate corn-silk green, which 
»hc grandstand has been painted. Thus, Loin 
first to last the coinfort and welfare of the public 
lias lieen the dominant consideration. 

TASTE AND CONVENIENCE ABOUT TRACK. 

<bKMl taste has been displayed in the treatment 
«r the plant throughout. The iron fences defining 
the boundaries of the track and stand reservations 
are painted white. There will be no hedges to 
obstruct the view. The fronts of the boxes are of 
ornamental iron with tlie initial “It” in a heavv 
wrought scroll. The arches at the rear of the 
stand, a number of which will lie used for the ac- 
commodation of the public in their journeying to! 
ajnl from the paddock, are lofty. They are con- 
ht! acted of matched brick, admitting an abundance 
of light and air to the ground area. 

There will Ik* two number boards on which the 
jockeys and post numbers will Ik* displayed, one at 
the finishing line and the other in front of the 
old clubhouse. The numbers of the winner and 
placed horses at the conclusion of each race will 
lie telephoned promptly so that all on the grounds 
may have the news of the finish at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Thirty six horse Ikjxcs make up the paddock, but 
it Is not likely that these will lie used much ex- 
cept in bad weather, as the animals will have ac- 
cess to the area shaded by many of the finest old 
trees in the country. It is expected that the 
paddock will he a favorite rendezvous for the pub- 
lic lietweeu the races and while the thoroughbreds 
are being cooled out after the contests. The horses 
will enter ami leave the course over the turf at the 
eastern end of the stand, and there will be ample 
fcpaee to view* them as they •pass. 

I here is a special iiiclostire in the upper and 
easterly end of the stand hack of the turf and 
field reservation f«*r owners ami trainers. From 
ibis the horses will be in view from the moment 
they leave the paddock until they return. The 
pre-s gallery, which is spacious, is immediately be- 
hind the finishing line. There will Ik* ample ac- 
commodations for tlie working members at the 
desks which are placed therein. 

COURSE AND JUMPS IN FINE CONDITION. 

The track proper and the steeplechase course are 
in excellent condition, reflecting credit on super- 
intendent Pels. The run in for the steeplechase is 
as smooth and well kept as the putting green of 
a golf links. The jumps, which are strictly regula- 
tion, are well located, and this feature of tin* rac- 
ing at Helmont Park is bound to prove most at- 
tractive. 

It has been decided by the management that the 
entrance charges for both men and women will be 
including war tax. Tin* charge to tlie special 
incloKiire in the stand will be $3.83 additional for 
men and $1.10 for women, both inclusive of the 
war tax. As already stated, the former clubhouse 
Mild all its privileges will Ik* free to those paying 
the single entrance charge of admission. 

A huge crowd is expected next Friday when the 
spring meeting will lK*giu, but the real throng 
will be out on Decoration day, wiien it is thought 
that the stand, which has a seating capacity of 
17,300, will ire more than filled.

Easily Accounts for Woodstock Plate at Wood- 
bine Before Large Monday Crowd. 



TORONTO, Ont., May 23. — Over a track that had 
been drenched by a bard night’s rain, J. K. L. Ross’ 
Star Voter picked up 120 pounds and scored an 
easy victory in tlie running of the Woodstock Plate, 
which was offered as the feature race of the day’s 
card. 

After a slight delay at the post the field w’as 
dispatched to a good start. Mythology dashed away 
in tlie lead and set the pace for the first quarter. 
Keogh did not hurry Star Voter and waited until 
the turn into the backstretch before sending him 
to the front. After racing Mythology into defeat 
Star Voter raced along at an even pace, with 
Keogh keeping a restraining hand on him. lie was 
never iu danger thereafter and won by a safe 
margin. 

The track w’as in wretched condition, due to the 
incessant rains which sot in last night and con- 
tinued unabated until late this morning. The skies 
cleared off before tlie time for tlie first race and 
a remarkably large Monday crowd journeyed to tlie 
course. The card was reduced to small fields by a 
liberal application of the blue pencil, but despite 
this keen and spirited racing was provided. 

The running of the steeplechase was productive 
of a number of falls and a good finish. Of the 
nine starters but six finished tlie course without 
mishap, and Superlm, carrying the colors of G. R. 
Elliott, was an easy winner. Going to the seventh 
fence, which is in front of the stand, Le Cyprin 
made a bad landing and before Green could properly 
regain bis seat be bolted through the wings. For- 
tunately, neither rider nor horse was iiijured. Jim 
Petrie, which lost his rider at the first obstacle 
cleared the inner rail and bolted into the space 
reserved for parking automobiles. He was captured 
before he did any damage to himself. 

The French-bred Manoevre was an easy victor in 
tlie inaugural da so. He was ridden by Farrington, 
who waited with him until entering the home 
stretch liefon* making a move. When called on 
Manoevre easily raced into the lead ami drew away 
to win by two lengths, with Enrico ('anno second 
and Wraitli third. The latter showed the most 
early siM*ed and led to the last eighth, where lie 
quit badly when challenged. 

The Whithy Purse for Canadian -bred three -year- 
olds and over at three-quarters of a mile fell to 
Mallowmot, which carried his new ow'ner’s colors to 
victory at the first asking. 

TAILOR MAID A SURPRISE. 

The withdrawal of Irish Kiss and King Thrush 
from tlie Queen Hotel Handicap, the secondary 
feature of today’s program, left only three to 
contest it and Tailor Maid furnished a surprise 
by running away from Duke John, while Goldine, 
tlie other starter, was a distant trailer throughout. 

Frank Farrar yesterday sold to J. Heffering the 
jumper Kingston Pier ami the Canadian-bred Mal- 
lowmot at private terms. Howard Oots has the 
horses belonging to Mr. Heffering, among them tlie 
two-year-old Flying Beauty, a winner at New Or 
leans. 

John A. Payne, who was the biggest purchaser at 
the Ross sale, announced that he would ship all 
his purchases to tlie Thorncliffe track. Joe Tevis 
is slated to take charge of the new string. Mr. 
Payne shipped the mares he purchased in Maryland 
to his farm at Canton, Ky. 

George A. Bain, who conducted the sale for the 
Thoroughbred Sales Company, departed for Chicago, 
while Charles F. Hill left for New York. This was 
the first sale that Mr. Bain ever conducted at 
Woodbine. 

Jockey L. McDermott was declared not entitled 
to apprentice allowance on the three mounts he had 
during the. afternoon. 

The Thorncliffe Stable has secured first call 
on I lie services of jockey Johnny McTaggart for 
the Canadian season. 

Jockey Toni Farrington will ride for E. F. Whit- 
ney this year. 

Trainer M. C. Kelly has announced that he has 
turned out tlie horses Arrah Go On, Silver Springs 
and the two two-year-obl fillies for the summer at 
his farm. Silver Springs, Md. 

Post time in the first race Tuesday and Saturday 
will be set at 2:30, while 3 o’clock is the hour for 
the remaining days of tlie meeting. 

Carey Winfrey lias blistered the campaigner Pas- 
toral Swain and he will be on the shelf for some 
time. 

A new departure in the mutuel pay off was 
established Saturday when the fractions smaller 
than a dime were paid ont. Five cent pieces 
were paid on several of the winners.

bring out tlie pick of the handicap division. 
Another race not so old as those mentioned, hut 
which is doing a world of good for tlie breeding 
interests of the country, to be run during the 
meeting at Belmont Park, is tlie Coaching Club 
American Oaks for three -year- old fillies, which 
replaces in character and purpose tlie Ladies’ 
Stakes of Jerome Park, won by such celebrities as 
Sultana, Ferida, Aella, Firenze, Miss, Woodford, 
Duchess, Yorkville Belle, Fides, Blue Girl and 
Beldame, whose LIikkI is found in some of our 
best horses. Like the Belmont Stakes, this is at 
one mile and three-eighths and is a real test of 
the merits of a three -year-old. 

The program furnished by racing secretary Ear- 
lockcr in its entirety is a good one and will 
no doubt bring out the best horses in training 
during tlie eighteen days the meetings will endure, i 



Messines Carries Them to Victory in Highland 
Selling Stakes at Jamaica. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., May 23.— Trainer A. J. Joy- 
ner saddled the winner of the Highland Selling 
Stakes, the feature of today’s program at Jamaica 
in G. D. Widencr’s Messines. Scratches reduced 
the field to ten and with the withdrawal of Billy 
McLaughlin left tiie race quite an open one. There 
was considerable backing for Ramkin, but the Wil- 
son representative was never prominent, while Mes- 
sines. well ridden by Zoeller, led all the way and 
won by three-quarters of a length, his rider taking 
no chances, driving him hard at the finish, 
when G. W. Loft’s Halu threatened. The latter’s 
race was on the sensational order, the King James 
colt coming from the rear with a rush that almost 
brought victory. 

The track was not at Its best, rain of Sunday 
night dulling its speed. Despite threatening weather 
a fair-sized crowd was present. 

The biggest disappointment of the meeting was 
Brush Boy, from tlie Raneoeas Stable, in the first 
race of the afternoon. He was an outstanding 
choice and ran last in a field of four, Miles S., Un- 
certainty and Friars Rush' leading him home in the 
order named. Tlie favorite was hard ridden all the 
way, but failed to respond and ran a bad race. 

Regal Lodge made amends for Brush Boy’s defeat 
by carrying the Raneoeas Stable colors to an easy 
victory in the following race. This English-bred 
racer was making his first appearance of tlie year 
ami never left tlie result In doubt, leading from 
barrier’s rise to cross the winning line four lengths 
in advance of Liberty Girl, which was doing her 
best to withstand the fast dosing rush of Omer K. 

The Quincy Stable furnished the ‘winner of the 
third race in Elmendorf, the Ballot liorse counting 
in the final strides of a spirited finish, iu which 
be wrested the lead from Mr. X right near tlie 
end. Iai Kross threatened to repeat by moving 
into tlie lead on the far turn, but bad nothing left 
aud tired badly in the last fifty yards. 

A sudden drop in temperature caught a large-sized 
Monday crowd unprepared and it shivered under 
its straw hats throughout the afternoon. Bain fell 
heavily aliout one o’clock and caused a last-minute 
rush to scratch. There was more precipitation 
during the afternoon and it repeatedly drove the 
crowd to cover.

MOUNTED POLICE AT MOUNT ROYAL 

MONTREAL, Que., May 23. — Five thousand peo- 
ple attended tlie oiK*uing of the racing season at 
Mount Royal Park Saturday. 

For the first time in the history of the racing 
the mounted police made its appearance. Four 
men, under the direction of Captain Crease, of Ot- 
tawa, were patrolling the course during the after- 
noon. 

The stewards suspended jockey W. Taylor for 
the remainder of the Canadian season for conduct 
detrimental to racing and have warned him away 
from the track. 

Allsnioke was claimed for $1,100 liy M. F. 
Williams after the second race Saturday. 



LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 23.— D. R. Bradley’s 
Black Servant, the real hero of this year’s Ken- 
tucky Derby, essayed the task this afternoon of con- 
ceding twelve pounds to Coyne and failed. The 
Harned Brothers’ representative won by a scant 
length from Black Servant, but it required liis best 
to bring about bis triumph. Rangoon landed in 
third place five lengths in back of the pair. Black 
Servant’s defeat was in the nature of a surprise 
and it must have been due to bis absence fiom 
racing, this being bis first start since the Derby, 
lie finished greatly tired and corded up some when 
be departed for his stable, indicating that he was a 
hit short. Coyne’s performance is not to be dis- 
credited, for lie followed Black Servant closely and, 
finishing in game style, succeeded in getting into 
the lead seventy yards from the finish. Rangoon, 
after being far back in tlie stretch, gradually over- 
hauled Ben Valet for third place. There were 
only four starters in the race and it served as the 
feature of the card. 

In the third race High Command, the T. C. Mr- 
DoweH crack, performed in a fashion that recalled 
his sparkling success as a two-year-old when he 
was held to be the premier of the western colts. 
He displonyed a high order of speed today from 
the start and Pool, who had the mount on him, 
let him go about his task without restraint. His 
Choice followed * him closest for tlie entire W’ay 
and landed in second place. Rouleau, which beat 
High Command in their previous meeting, showed a 
dull performance today and was soundly beaten from 
the start. 

The large crowd at the course this afternoon 
were again witness to what seemed a serious ac- 
cident, but luckily it terminated in nothing more 
than a shaking up for a pair of riders and the 
slight ijury of one of the racers. 

Jockeys Anthony and Pollard were each suspended 
for three days by the starter for disobedience at the 
post in the first race. 

Next Wednesday has been designated as American 
Legion day at the track. All members of this 
great organization will be admitted free to witness 
tlie racing on presentation at the gate of their 
membership cards. A special program, with the 
Jefferson Post Handicap featuring, will be arranged 
for the occasion. 

Jockey Connelly is progressing as well as could 
be expected considering liis injuries. His worst 
hurts are a fracture of both jaws and a deep cut 
across the nose. He will abstain from solid food 
for about two months. 

PLENTY HORSES FOR RENO RACING 

RENO, Nev., May 23. — All records for number of 
hors«*8, size of purses, and high calilK*r of riders 
will be broken for Nevada at the race meeting to 
open here Tuesday, May 31, for twenty-one or more 
days. More than $60,000 will be distributed in 
purses. The daily distribution will be $2,400 in- 
stead of $1,800 or less in times past. 

More than four hundred and fifty horses have 
been shipped to Reno and good fields are the pros- 
pect for every day of tlie meeting. The two-year- 
old Incognance, which defeated Johnny Dundee at 
Tijuana; East Indian, winner of the last handicap 
at the Lower California course, and others of the 
best class will race. 

The opening date was put over from Monday, 
May 30. Memorial Day, to Tuesday. May 31, out of 
deference to the wishes of the Iteno post of the 
American Legion. Memorial Day will be given over 
entirely here to ceremonies in honor of the heroic 
dead. 

General manager W. W. Finn predicts with con- 
fidence the meet will be the “greatest ever.” an 
expression that lias been adopted as a slogan by 
loyal residents of Reno, who are boosting strong 
for their favorite sport.

RACING UNDER DIFFICULTIES 



How G. M. Van Gordon’s Chinaman Won a 
Match Race from Mexican-Owned Mare. 



George Van Gordon, the California breeder and 
turfman, who has been racing at Tijuana this 
winter, once owned a fast sprinter named China- 
man. And it was this horse that furnished that 
veteran turfman one of the most exciting times 
of his life. Here is Mr. Van Gordon’s own story 
of it. 

“I matched Chinaman against a mare liclnnging 
to several Mexicans for $1,500 a side. A thous- 
and dollars was up on cacti side and the remaining 
$500 was to be put up in tho stakeholder’s hands 
the days of the race. Each side picked a judge 
and the two judges picked a third— an utter 
stranger. Tho Mexicans seemed to be holding off 
to the last minute, but that was only a blind. 
They put up all right. Two separate tracks had 
been built for the horses to run over— the old-time 
style, side by side — and the race was to be run 
on the top and bottom plan. 

“The greasers had dug four or five holes in 
Chinaman’s track Ihc night before, filled them 
with water and put grass over the top, so that it 
looked all right. The mare got away about a foot 
in advance of my horse, which ran past her in a 
twinkling, but stumbled in one of the holes and 
dropped back. He’d get up to the mare again 
and make another stumble. Finally they g<*t near 
the finish, and I thought the mare beat Chinaman 
about half a neck, but the judges decided they had 
passed the winning |n»st < n even terms, and as the 
mare of the Mexicans had got away a foot in 
ill front I was given the race. Immediately 
guns and knives were drawn, and it looked bad for 
us Americans, for we were greatly outnumbered. 

“I shall never forget how a big Texan got up 
and shouted that he wasn’t afraid of all the Mexi- 
cans they could pack in the valley ami his brave 
air seemed to scare the backers of tin* mare and 
all their friends, for they put up tlieir cannons 
and toothpicks and bloodshed was averted. China- 
man, given a fair deal, would have beaten the 
mare with ease; in fact, he was one of the fastest 
horses at sprinting on the coast in those days. 
That third judge, the stranger, was certainly a 
trump and, strange to say. I have never learned 
his name nor caught sight of him since.’’

Grazing, the half American three-year-old colt by 
Sweeper, is a fine figure in French racing. He 
had won his three starts up to May 1. Last year 
Grazing was out twice, lieiug third in his first 
essay, after which he easily secured the important 
Deauville Criterium in August from eight opponents. 
Grazing is entered in the Epsom Derby, was bred 
by Mrs. Duryea, now in New York, whose hus- 
band’s colors were borne to victory in the Two 
Thousand Guineas of 1012 by Sweeper II.. the sire 
of Grazing. Mr. Duryea also wuu the Epsom Derby 
of 1014 with Durbar II.

BEHAVE VOURSELE A NATIVE 



Kentucky Derby Winner of Stout- 
est American Blood. 



Nothing Fashionable About His 
Ancestry but of Native Worth; 
*What Books Show. 



(BY SALVATOR.) 

I made a trip of ten miles the Sunday morning 
after the Kentucky Derby was run in order to get 
my hands on the extended breeding of the winner, 
Behave Yourself. The “ruling passion,” you ob- 
aerve, and the necessity of gratifying it! I had 
planned that this particular Sunday morning should 
be one of rest and relaxation. But there was 
neither for me with my mind fidgeting persistently 
over the question, “What does Miss Ringlets (the 
dam of Behave Yourself) run back to?’* To be 
frank, I hadn’t the slightest idea which of the 
“fust faniblies” she belonged to. And I was dying 
to know. In order to satisfy my curiosity I made 
the trip, returning therefrom a wiser and in some 
respects a sadder man. 

Yes, in the words of the poet, “A feeling of sad- 
ness caine o’er me,” a sadness that was almost 
“akin to pain.” when first examining a tabulated 
pedigree. (Did you ever hear the story of ihe i**di- 
greo expert who used occasionally to return to his 
domicile in the sma* hours somewhat the worse for 
wear whose wife, before she admitted him to the 
house, used to make him say. “Tabulate your pedi- 
gree”? Well, that’s what she did. If he said it 
all right, he was admitted. But usually the un- 
fortunate man would say, “Padnlate your tebi- 
grec,” and then — why, then he had to sleep on 
the doorstep.) I then turned to the Stud Book and 
found — AIa<k and alast, what did 1 find? Of 
course everybody interested in pedigrees knows by 
this time because the brutal facts have been dis- 
seminated with more or less detail; the said facts 
being that Behave Yourself’s ancestors failed to 
do so. Not only does no magic figure dignify his 
maternal family, certifying to its Belgravian ori- 
gin. but — O tempora, O mores — it g«*es “to the 
woods” with a directness and a celerity calculated 
to lacerate the heart-strings of all believers in 
“pur sang” and chanters of the Bruce Lowe lit- 
urgy. 

Here is the maternal ancestry of Behave Your- 
self. carried “as far as it goes,” in the old style 
of scoring Ihe game: 

Behave Yourself, b. e, foaled 191S. Bred by Mr. 
E. K. Bradley. Sire, Marathon. 

Dam — Miss Ringlets, by Handball. 

Second dam — Bessie, by The 111 Csed. 

Third dam — Belle of Nantura. by Jils Johnson. 

Fourth dam — Miss Helen, by Endorser. 

Fifth dam — Ellen Swigert, by Bulwer. 

Sixth dam — Cora, by Trumpator. 

Seventh dam -Yellow Jacket, by Albert. 

Eighth dam— Mare, by Uni< n. 

Ninth dam — Mare, by Tipi>oo Sail). 

Further than this Colonel Bruce doposeth not. 

PURE OLD AMERICAN BREEDING. 

However, “Ihe worst is still to come.” There are 
no dates of foaling and no breeders recorded — that 
is to sa y , no exact and authentic information re- 
garding any of these dams bn«-k of Ellen Swigert. 
Aiul if we take the various editions of the Stud 
Book for our guide, we find that coin-eming Ellen 
herself there is some dubiety, to say the lesst. In 
the original first edition of Volume 1. published in 
1803, Ellen Swigert appears on page 350. as a 

“grey mare, foaled . bred by Joint L. Howard 

of Missouri; owned by John Harper of Wo sd ford 
County, Ky.” Her pedigree is almost as b. ivf rs 
Byron averred the love of woman to Is*. She is 
given a sire, Bulwer; a dam, Cora, by Trump. ito.; 
a second dam. Yellow Jacket, by Albert — and that’s 
the end of it. 

In 1873 Col. Bruce issued the revised and final 
edition of Volume 1 and on page 383 of that 
work Ellen Swigert reappeared, having suffered 
something of a sea -change. She is still a giej 
mare foaled , bred by John L. Howard of Mis- 

souri, and owned by John Harper of Woodford 
County, Ky. But concerning her sire, Bulwer, we 
are told (in parentheses) that he was a son of 

Grey Eagle, and besides a first and second dam. 
as altove given. Ellen Swigert is given a third nnl 
fourth one. namely: “Third dam, by Cnion; fourth 

dam. by Tippoo Saib.” There also appears a li t 
of Ellen Swigert ’s produce, beginning with 1859 
and coming down to 1871. 

In 1S7N Col. Bruce issued Volume 3 of the 
Stud Book and therein (page Pi)) Ellen Swigert ap- 
pears for the third and la -t time, having suffered 
still another sea -change. We are now informed 

that she was foaled 1851; that instead of being 

bred by John L. Howard of Missouri, she was 

not only owned but bred by John Harper of Wood- 
ford County, Ky. Her pedigree remains ihe same 
as before, except that the sire of her third dam 
is given as “Old” Cnion, not simply “Cnion,” and 
her list of produce logins not in 1859 but in 1858. 
closing, as lie fore, in 1S71; with the note appended 
“Ellen died in 1871.’* We are also informed that 
the jiedigree has been “Corrected from Volume 1.” 

WHAT THE BOOK RECORDS SHOW. 

This is really the basis upon which the pedigree 
of the winner of the richest Derby ever run in 
this world tests. The peculiar thing about it is 
the change in the breeder of tlie m.ire from John 
L. Howard of Missouri to John Harper of Ken- 
tucky, and that this change was not registered 
until after John Harper was dead; and the addi- 
tion of two extra crosses subsequent to the original 
publication in the first edition of Volume 1 of the 
Stud Book. 

The searcher searches in vain for any independent 
registry of either Cora, by Trumpator, or Yellow 
Jacket, by Albert, given as the dam and grandilam 
of Ellen Swigert. No sucli mares are to be found 
anywhere recorded by Col. Bruce. 

So much for the maternal line, ns we trace it 
buck directly. But when we attack it from ^another 
quarter, an endeavor to “get somewhere,” it is 
“worse and worse and more of it.” As aforesaid, 
the real “foundation mare” of the family is Ellen 
Swigert. Her sin* is given a* Bulwer, firstly, and 
then as Bulwer (son of Urey Eagle). But when 
we search Ihe pages of the SI ml Book we find 
that, like the celebrated Mrs. Harris, “there ain’t 
no such |H*rson.” Neither in the main lnwly of any 
volume, of any edition, nor the ap|>endi*es devoted 
to horses whose pedigrees are unexlendeiC or dams 
have no names, can Bulwer be found. Except a* 
the supposed sire of Ellen Swigert no trace of him 
is discoverable. Putatively he was a son of drey 
Eagle, but who or what he was. or what his dam 
- if lie had one — may have been, nobmly knows 
nnd in all probability, nolrndy ever will know. 
Wita lie, like Wild Medley, sire of Ophelia, the dam 
of tjrey Eagle himself and the fourth dam of Han- 
over (sire of Handball, sire of Behave Yourself’s 
dam) as “Hidalgo” once averred, “a myth un- 
known” 7 Again — “nolssly knows.” But what we 
do know is that Behave Yourself has won the Derby 
in true race horse style, defeating therein a field 
that had iieeti acclaimed the best that ever started 
for such mii event in America. 

Score another for one of the old American 

families” which are not “thoroughbreds.”

WEIGHTS FOR TORONTO CUP 



Exterminator Assigned Top Impost— Billy 
Kelly and Mad Hatter Following. 



The weights for the Toronto Cup, a handicap 
race for three-year-olds and over, to be run at 
Woodbine Park Wednesday, May 25, have been an- 
nounced. 

The Toronto Cup, $10,000 added, is one of the 
most valuable of Canadian races and is, with the 
King’s Plate, the principal attraction of the Wood- 
bine meeting. The handicap was first run in 1S90, 
the distance being one and one-quarter miles. It 
was won in that year by Banjo, owned by William 
Hcudric. In 1899 the distance was reduced to one 
and one-eiglitli miles, at which it has since re- 
mained. The roeord time is 1:51%, made by 
Runes in 1917. The race was not run in 1918 or 
1919, owing to the great war. 

It invariably has a large number of entries 
and* this year is no exception to the rule, seventy- 
five of the best horses in North America being 
entered for the race. J. K. L. Ross, the* Itaneoeas 
Stable, II. I\ Whitney and the K Miner stable will 
lie well represented, while the Sunuyland Stable 
will have last year’s winner, Irish Kiss, carrying 
its colors. 

Top weight Is assigned to Exterminator, 130 
pounds. Billy Kelly and Mad Hatter coining next 
with 128 pounds. Cirrus 120 pounds and Boniface 
124 pounds, being next in order. The following

MARYLAND COMMISSION AB0UTS FACE 



BALTIMORE, Md. f May 23.— The State Racing 
Commission has adopted a licensing rule for horse 
trainers and jockeys, and at the same time Attor- 
ney General Armstrong ruled that the commission 
had not the authority to com|tcl the track man- 
agers to recognize such licenses as mandatory. 

The adoption of the rule was by a vote of two 
to one, chairman Stuart Oliver voting in tin* nega- 
tive. The action taken by the commission was an- 
nounced at the same time that the commission 
gave out a copy of Mr. Armstrong’s opinion to the 
effect that while it had the power to license, tin* 
track managers had power to keep the licensed 
jockey or trainer off the track. if a jockey or 
trainer should be thus rejected by the track man- 
agers his only recourse would be to tlie courts.
